Jury Blames 
_ Wrong Side Of Road — 
In Czar Auto Fatality 


Hold Inquest Thursday Into Death of 
MoGregor Child

Following the inquest at Hugheu- 
den, Thursday, into the auto fatality 
near Czar, Wednesday, whereby Rob- 
ert Ian MoGrégor, son of Mr and Mrs 
Ian MoGregor, Hughenden wag in- 
stantly killed, Karl Kirberg, of Cza:, 
driver of one of the cars in the collis- 
ion, was committed for trial on a ser- 
ious charge. Pictures . of the crash 
taken by police were shown to the 
jury at the inquest and were an im- 
portant factor in the evidence. 

“We the undersigned jury have 
arrived at a decision, and our ver- 
dict is that Robert lan MoGregor 
of Hughenden, Alta,, came to his 
in a car accident through the 

enegligence of Karl . Kirberg, of 

Czar, Alta., in so far that he was 

driving on the wrong side of the 

road, when he collided with a car 
driven by lan McGregor, in 
which deceased Was a passenger 

" The jurymen were: D. A. 

Coutts, D. F. Otto, E. V. Key, 

R. P. Stubbs, Jos. Martineau 

and Bert Coffey. 

This above was the verdict of the 
jury impanelled by Coroner W. O. 
York, of Provost. 

Mrs McGregor’s evidence was to 
the effect that when she first saw 
the oncoming coupe, it was on the 
wrong gide of the road. Her hus- 
band saw it, and turned to his own 
side of the road. When he saw the 
other car wasn’t going to turn out, 
he turned sharply to the left, but it 
was too late then to avoid a collision. 
After the crash, they were dazed for 
awhile, but a traveler came along 
and took then to Hughenden, where 
the doctor told them the baby was 
dead. : 

Ian McGregor stated that he drove 
in the middie of the road most of the 
way from Hughenden. Nearing Czar 
he saw a car coming on his right 
hand side, and he moved over to the 
right, expecting that the oncomer 
would pull out to his own side. A
